Gen. Mfitch- 
ell. on the other hand, after two years in Europe, 
strongly urged a united service on grounds of 
practical economy. and military efficiency.

Obviousiy, the navy cannot begin 
to do the things its experts had 
planned in the way°of aviation de- 
velopment. lortunately, howaver.

these experts have specialized on 
aireraft for years past, both heavier 
than-air and lighter-than-air. 

A start will be made at once by the 
navy toward developing lighter-than 
air craft and the effort will be to 
make the money go as far as possibl- 
Whether advantage will be taken of 
the authority to purchase in Great 
Britain one of the latest large rigids 
may depend somewhat upon market 
conditions and other considerations. 
The present disposition, however. is 
to send a force of experts and skilled 
inechanics to England for trainine 
and have them bring the completed | 
ship back across the Atlantic. The 
“$2,500,000 authorized for the pur- 
chase of a foreign ship includes the 
training of this personnel In England 
and the expense of bringing the ship’ 
home, which would be very consider. 
able. 

Meanwhile, work will be begun 
immediately on the two rigid sheds 
authorized, and contracts awarded 
for the parts of one or more rigids to 
be built in this country. Ordinarily, 
the navy would build at least two 
rigids in the event that something 
happened te one. The purchase of 
one abroad, however, might cause 
changé inrthe usual practice in this 
regard. 

Of equal importance with the 
lighter-than-air development is the 
building up of aviation with the fleet. 
During the war the navy made some 
use of fleet aviation, but only on a 
limited scale. The new program calls 
for the preparation of turrets for the 
launching or airplanes while in ac- 
tion at sea. This has been done for 
some time past by the British, who 
aiso have a number of ships specially 
fitted up from which planes are 
launched, and a few ships with long, 
open decks on which planes can land 
after flight at sea 

Most naval officers believe the next 
great engagement fought on the sea 
will be preceded by an aerial battle 
overhead. The fleet whose aircraft 
first clears the air will-be at a very 
great advantage, as it can then serve, 
as eyes to all surface craft and sub- 
marines.

SAM LAZARUS “tits ton 


Asks Congress to Take Action at Uncle Sam's Expense 


Sam Lazarus, president of the Democratic League of 
St. Louis, yesterday forwarded a communication to 
Missouri members of Congress urging them to intro- 
duce and support legislation to restore the 5-cent loaf 
of bread in the United States—at Uncle Sam’s expense. 

Lazarus suggested the Government go on guarantee- 
ing farmers $2.20 a bushel for their wheat, but to fur- 
nish wheat to millers at $1.25 a bushel, so that the price 
of flour can be reduced and the nickel loaf restored. 

Labor troubles and turbulency, Lazarus declares, are 
ag the high cost of living. A few millions expended 
by the Government in reducing the price of bread, Laz- 
arus said, would ‘‘improve industrial and commercial 
conditions.’ 

He cited the Congressmen to the enormous losses 
which the Government has incurred in railroad opera- 
tion as a precedent for the loss of some for reducing 
the cost of living.

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OCTORS used to think 
they knew what §hap- 
pened to food after it 
was swallowed. So sure 
were they about it that 
even the textbooks on 
physiology in the schools 
described the whole process of diges- 
tion and children learned how long 
various foods took to digest, what 
foods were wholesome and what were 
not. But the doctors will have to 
change their ideas and the textbooks 
will have to be revised. For the real 
facts have only just’ been learned, and 
often they contradict what has hith- 
‘to been taught. 

Dr. Philip B. Hawk, professor of physiological chem- 
ik.try at Jefferson Medica’ College, Philadelphia, con- 
cucted a series of tests that differed entirely from all 
those previously conducted. Instead of using the stom- 
ach pump, X-rays and dogs and cats, as other investi- 
gators had done; he used special apparatus designed 
by Dr. Martin E. Relifuss and Dr. Olaf Bergeim, and 
new methods of analysis, with volunteer students as 
his subjects. 

The result was that he was able to watch the whole 
process of digestion, and now he tells what the human 
stomach actually thinks of all the common foods which 
enter into the diet of man—tells it as facts, not as 
surmise. This he does in a book, “What We Eat 
and What Happens to It,” published by Harper Bros., 
from which the following extracts are taken: | 

The drinking of water immediately before a meal is 
good practice. It will cause the appearance of diges- 
tive fluid in the stomach. Therefore, when the food 
reaches the stomach it is more rapidly digested than 
it would have been if no water had been taken. The 
drinking of a glass of hot water before breakfast is 
especially to be commended. It is also a good practice 
to drink water immediately after a meal. No. matter 
how cold the water may be when one drinks it, the 
normal stomach weleomes it, and by means of a mar- 
velously efficient temperature-reculating mechanism 
it quickly raises the temperature of the cold fluid until 
it approximates that of the stomach walls. 


Does coffee keep people awake? It certainly does. 
Persons unaccustomed to the use of coffee will find 
that the drinking of a cup of the black beverage at 
night will interfere with their sleep. In recent tests 
upon men who were not coffee drinkers we found that 
three or four cups of coffee taken with breakfast 
seriously interfered with the sleep of these men 14 to 
20 hours later. In other words, the effect of the cof- 
fee on the nervous system continues for a compara- 
tively long period. 

It is reasonable to assume that coffee should be 
used with moderation by all but very exceptional per- 
sons, and that a great many individuals had much bet- 
ter not use it at all. The individual will, and should, 
decide as to whether he is one with whom the chances 
of harm overbalance the pleasurable effects of a bev- 
erage with no inherent food value. 

The custom of giving the young child water with a 
little tea or coffee in it (the so-called “cambric” con- 
coctions), is one that should be condemned utterly. 
The foundation for the coffee or tea habit is being laid 
at a time when the chief beverages of the boy or girl 
should be pure milk, and water, uncontaminated by the 
presence of the harmful drugs which occur in tea and 
coffee. 

The same tyye of after-effects follows tea drinking 
as coffee drinking—t e., rapid pulse, nervous tremors 
and disturbed sleep. However, all of these after effects 
are generally much less pronounced in the case of tea, 
and in seme of our tests were but slightly in evidence. 


The action of cocoa im the stomach is strikingly 
differemt from the action of coffee or tea. Cocoa con- 
tains more fat, protein and carbohydrate material than 
tea or coffee, and consequently is to be regarded more 
in the light of food. It cannot be considered a food in 
the same sense as meat and bread are foods, since it 
can be ta!en in only small quantity, without digestive 
disturbance resulting. Cocoa is also a stimulant, but 
a much weaker one than either tea or coffee. 

Is it true that milk “curdles” in the stomach? Yes. 
The fluid (gastric juice) present in the stomach con- 
tains a substance (rennin) which is classified as a 
ferment, or enzyme, and which acts upon the milk and 
forms curds from one of the constituents of the milk 
(casein). 

We are told that milk taken very slowly curdiles in 
small curds in the stomach and that these smaii curds 
are more easily digested than are tlfe large curds which 
are formed if we drink our milk rapidly. This line 
of reasoning sounds logical enough, but, unfortunately, 
it is wholly false. Our experiments have clearly dem- 
onstrated that curds formed in the stomach when the 
milk is drunk slowly are fully as large as those which 
followed rapid milk drinking. 
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New and revolutionary facls developed about food—Relalive 
value of different kinds of bread — Stigma lifted from “hot 
cakes” and o. k. placed on the lowly sardine and the raw cu- 
cumber — Hash? That depends — Water gets a high place on

Raw cow's milk is the worst possible food a baby car 
be fed. Pasteurization makes a more desirable food, 
boiling still further aids in the preparation of the 
product, and certain definite “modifications’’ may pos- 
sibly aid still further, but the blue ribbon must al- 
ways of necessity be awarded to mother’s milk. 

Of white, graham, whole wheat or bran breads, the 
pure white variety is the only one which is defective 
as food. This is because white bread is the only one 
of these breads which is made solely from the interior 
of the wheat berry. The outer wrapping of the grain 
contains a mysterious chemical substance called “vita- 
mine,”’ which is essential for proper nutrition and 
whose presence is necessary if the bread is to be classed 
as real food. The wholewheat, 
breads contain this mysterious substance, 
white bread does not. 

It has become pretty well established in the sei- 
entific and lay mind that fresh bread is “notoriously 
indigestible,” and leading books on dietetics have em- 
phasized this view. Our tests, however, failed to show 
this ‘“‘notorious indigestibility.” 

Hot bread has a very pleasing flavor, and if the 
bread be properly chewed there is no reason why it 
should not be eaten. 

The oft-maligned “hot cake’ and waffle, if properly 
prepared, are good foods, and as easily digestible as 
the muffin. The reason our stomachs find trouble 
in handling these foods is probably because we eat too 
large a quantity at one time or use an excessive amount 
of molasses or sugar with them. Of course, if our 
cooks insist on furnishing us with linoleum-like hot 


whereas 


cakes and waffles, we must expect the stomach to raise: 


an objection. 

There is a deep-seate@ prejudice among medical 
men and laymen against all forms of fried foods. 
However, we have been inable to demonstrate any 
pronounced difference in the digestion of boiled mush 
and fried mush. They are both good foods and are 
generally very attractive to children. Hf the digestion 
of fried mush causes difficulty, it is probably due 
to the fact that too much syrup or sugar is eaten along 
with it. 

A soft-boiled or soft-cooked egg is digested rather 
more rapidly and satisfactorily in the stomach than 
is an egg prepared in any other way. The margin 
in favor of the soft eggs, is, nevertheless, slight, since 
the stomach gives a hearty welcome to all kinds and 
conditions of eggs, even the much-maligned cold-stor- 
age and “frozen egg” being made to feel at heme. 


In general, all other things being equal, the greater 
the surface of the food substance which its in contact 
with the gastric juice the more rapidly will the food 
substance be digested in the stomach. A properly pre- 
pared omelet is light, fluffy and porous in character. 
Therefore, when it reaches the stomach, this omelet of- 
fers a much greater surface for the action of the gas- 
tric juice than is offered by scrambled eggs, for ex- 
ample. Consequently, the omelet is particuarly easy 
of digestion. The Spanish omelet is digested about as 
well as a plain omelet. 

The stomach responds more quickly and in a more 
decisive manner to meats than to any other class of 
foods. It'‘is also true that meats as a class remain in 
the stomach longer than other foods, except fats. 


Many people feel they cannot eat veal. It is a per- 
fectly satisfactory food, and in our experience acts 
much the same in the stomach as do beef and lamb. If 
any normal person cannot take care of veal properly, 
it is due in most instances to idiosyncrasy. 

A practical thing to bear in mind in these days 
of inflated food prices is that the cheaper cuts of 
meat, if properly cooked, are just as digestible and 
nutritious as the more expensive cuts. 

It is a safe surmise that the average stomach hates to 
see a piece of pork coming its way, since it means a 
busy session for all the forces at the stomach’'s com- 
mand. Pork is, nevertheless, a highly nutritious food 
and cannot be said to be in any sense indigestible. 

There is apparently no basis for the claim that the 
acid of the apple sauce aids in the digestion of pork. 
However, since apple sauce itself is a good food, and 
inasmuch as it has no harmful action, but may per- 
haps give added relish to the pork, there is no reason 
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why it should not be eaten. For the 
same reason, Cranberries may be eat- 
en with roast turkey. 

One of the things which surprised 
those of us who were in close touch 
with our tests was the fact that chick- 
en, either stewed, roasted or fried, 
on the average remained in the stom- 
ach fully as long as beef, veal or 
lamb. Broiled chicken, however, 
leaves the stomach more rapidly than 

ee any one of the meats just mentioned. 

ee oe Is hash digestible? That depends 
on what the hash contains. The char- 

acteristic  “boarding-house hash,’ 

which the average boarder stigma- 

tizes as made from old rubber boots and discarded 
trunk straps, we did not investigate. We have tested 
only one kind of hash—chicken hash. This we found 
to be very digestible and left the stomach rapidly. Beef 
hash should also leave the stomach rapidly, since the 
bulk of the hash is generally potatoes, and this vegeta- 
ble leaves the stomach rather quickly, as a general rule. 


In the majority of cases, raw carfots, cabbage and to- 
matoes leave the stomach rather sooner than do cooked 
vegetables. But there are two sides to the raw-food 
question. If we eat our food raw we run the risk 
of also eating “raw bacteria,’”’ and most of us prefer 
to eat our bacteria cooked, if we must eat them at all. 

None of the green vegetables, such as spinach, cab- 
bage, lettuce, celery, asparagus, etc., is eaten because 
it is rich in food substance (protein, fat, starch), or 
because it yields much energy or heat (calories) to 
the body when the body makes use of it. As a matter 
of fact, these green vegetables are of value in the dict, 
primarily, because they contain an indigestible sub- 
stance (cellulose or woody material) which distends 
the bowel and hastens the movement of the bowel con- 
tents (i. e., stimulate peristalsis). 

If we consider an all-around “vegetable efficiency” 
we can probably do no better than to pin the “blue rib- 
bon” on the potato. The paring of potatoes in the 
careless manner so often prevalent causes a loss of 
about .20 per cent of the food stubstance of the vege- 
table. Moreover, the skin itself has food value, and 
if the potato is baked the skin possesses an appetizing 
flavor. The practice of adding milk and butter to 
“mashed” potatoes is a good one, because the potato 
is low in protein and fat. 

The attempt to demonstrate that various vegetables 
have important medicinal properties has not met with 
great success, although most extravagant claims are 
made. Thus we are told that water cress will “cure” 
neuralgia, nervous exhaustion, scrofula, and “remove 
pimples;” that lettuce and celery “rest the nerves; 
that onions “aid digestion” and stimulate the circula- 
tion of the blood; that carrots “prevent dyspepsia;” that 
cucumbers ‘cool the heated frame,’ and that the dan- 
delion “helps the liver do its work.’ So far as | know, 
not one of these statements has any experimental! basis. 

There is also a widespread notion that cucumbers 
contain something which interferes with digestion and 
which is removed when the sliced vegetable is per- 
mitted to stand overnight in salt and water. There is 
apparently no basis for this belief. In fact, the en- 
trance of the salted cucumber into the stomach caused 
the manufacture of a less satisfactory type of gastric 
juice than that produced when the plain, unsalted veg- 
etable was eaten. 

Emphasis is ordinarily laid upon the digestibility 
of baked and mashed potatoes. This is all very proper, 
but our tests indicate that fried and boiled potatoes are 
just as gatisfactory forms in which to eat the potato. 

The temperature of ice cream ranges from 18 to 21 
degrees F., whereas coffee at 122 degrees F. is about as 
hot as one wishes to drink. The drinking of hot cof- 
fee after ice cream raises the temperature of the food 
substance in the stomach and thus lessens the cooling 
effect of the ice cream upon the stomach walls. Di- 
gestion, therefore, proceeds more quickly when ice 
cream is followed by hot coffee than when no coffee 
is taken. The eating of ice cream along with cake or 
pie leads to the formation of a more satisfactory gas- 
tric juice than is produced when cake or pie is eaten 
without ice cream. 

Fruit sundaes digest just as rapidly as straight ice 
cream, whereas a nut sundae would digest more slowly, 
since nuts, as a class, are slow of digestion. However, 
the quantity of nuts served upon an ordinary sundae 
will not influence digestion to any considerable ex- 
tent. 

The most sensible drink for hot weather, and one 
easily prepared, is ice water. If a “soft” drink of 
some sort is desired, preference should be given to 
those made from natural fruit juices. Soda waters 
whose color and flavor are artificial are so universally 
sold that the term “strawberry soda water,” or ‘‘pop,”’ 
is no longer suggestive of any product of nature. The 
flavors are generally provided by essences manufac-

“I'm not saying.” . Telegraphic inquiries sent to Win- 
nipeg obtained from the authorities the facts that the 
bank at Plum Coulee was robbed of $5000 at noon on 
Sept. 3, 1913; that Manager H. M. Arnold was shot dead 
when he ran out, by the robbers, as they were get- 
ting into an automobile; and that John Kerfanko, one 
of the bandits, was arrested, made a sensational escape, 
was recaptured in 1914, and hanged in the same year. 

The spring of 1914 found Hamby in Omaha, Neb., 
and he confesses that he “made” a bank there and an- 
other at Sioux City, Io. Both jobs were highly suc- 
cessful. In the latter part of 1914 be was operating on 
his old stamping ground in O lahoma. The police rec- 
ords accuse him of having robbed a bank on the out- 
skirts of Kansas City st about this time, but he denied 
having performed that job. 

On the night of Oct. 31 or Nov. 1 of that vear, Ham- 
by and a partner perpetrated a street holdup in the 
shadow of the Cook County Jail, in Chicago. They 
robbed two messengers who went from a dairy com- 
pany to a bank every Saturday evening. One of them, 
who tried to run, was shot by Hamby, but not killed. 
The robbers escaped in an automobile, passing half- 
way around the jail. Their loot was between $700 and 
$800. 

The next month he planned to rob a bank in St. 
Paul, but his companion got “cold feet."”” Instead, they 
held up a steam laundry office, where Hamby was dis- 
gusted at finding only $80 in the safe. A gir: clerk, 
whose handbag “Hamby was about to take, protested 
that it contained only carfare and a vanity case. He 
let her keep it, only to read the next day in the news- 
papers, under the heading, “Young Lady Foils Ban- 
dits,” that it contained $40. ‘She played true to form,” 
is Hamby’s moral drawn from the incident, “in respect 
t» deviating from the truth, as had other ladies on pre- 
vious occasions when their word was taken. I! advise 
otner robbers never to take a lady’s word under duress. 
| have done so five or six times, with the same result.” 

Hamby’s next big exploit was a thrilling one, fol- 
lcwed by an astoundingly lucky escape. In December, 
1915, he was living at Hotel Radison. the leading 
hostelry in Minneapolis, and being out of funds planned 
to rob two banks in St. Paul in one day—what he calls 
a “one-two” job. His assistants were two youths named 
Lore and Low, who were so frightened that he filled 
them with whisky to restore their “nerve.” The first 
job undertaken was at the Western State Bank, where 
Low was so muddled that he eocinentany locked him- 
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tured in the chemical laboratory, together with some 
organic acid, and the variegated hues are mainly de- 
rived from coal-tar dyes, which, in an emergency, could 
be used to color a scarf. Such preparations, while prop- 
erly labeled ‘artificial’ and lacking the quality of true 
fruit preparations, are not necessarily unwholesome or 
undesirable refreshments. 

Nuts should never be eaten in any quantity without 
the addition of salt. It is bad practice to ‘stuff’ our- 
selves with nuts after we have eaten a heavy dinner. 
The nut can by no possible strain of the imagination be 
classed as a “light dessert.’” The nuts are one of the 
most concentrated forms of human food. 

Certain fruits are a very valuable addition to the 
diet of babies. Perhaps slightly sweetened orange juice 
in quantities of a teaspoonful to a tablespoonful is most 
satisfactory for the first few months. Later other 
fruits and vegetables may be added. Fruits are good 
either raw or cooked. Baked apples and baked bananas 
are digested with about the same readiness as those 
fruits in the fresh condition. 

Those who feel hungry just before retiring might do 
far worse than to eat a little fruit. It leaves the stom- 
ach quickly and causes that organ less trouble than 
does the ingestion of more solid food. 

Cakes as a class are less digestible in the average 
normal stomach than are pies and puddings, whereas 
puddings are slightly more digestible than pies. 

A well-baked pie, if properly eaten, will be readily 
digested in a normal stomach, either late at night or 
early in the morning. The human stomach is “open for 
business” at all hours at which food is introduced into 
it, and the hours make no material difference with the 
ultimate digestion. However, the stomach is a mus- 
cular organ and it tires just as does any muscle of the 
body. Therefore, if we work hard all day and into the 
night and then introduce an overabundance of heavy 
food inte a tired stomach we must not be suprised if 
the stomach “balks.”

Hamby, who was registered at the Radison as “Jay 
B. Allen,” paid his- bill there and went to the West 
Hotel, where he registered under the same name. In 
the morning, on opening his newspaper, he saw a head- 
line across the front page, in scare type: oe 
Allen Robs Bank.’ Lying in bed, he read the article. 
Then he got up, dressed, put on his overcoat and thrust 
two revolvers up the sleeves of the garment. He opened 
the door, stepped quickly out, strode to the elevator 
and rode down to the office, expecting to find  brim- 
ming with detectives. No one was in sight, so he 
walked to the door and asked the carriage starter to 
call a taxi. He sat for 20 minutes in the lobby waiting 
for the automobile to come. 

He owed his escape to the fact that the clerk who 
booked him had gone to bed before the morning papers 
came out, and the page on which his signature stood 
had been turned over to permit later guests to register. 
He hired two chauffeurs whom he knew to drive him 
to Owatonna, about 50 miles south of Minneapolis, 
and rode part of the way with his revolvers trained on 
them, because he feared they were plotting to over- 
power him and surrender him for the reward. They 
thought he took a train for the south, but instead he 
eluded them and went to a hotel. On the third after- 
noon the Sheriff burst into the lobby with the news:

They told the overpowered, after considerable shooting, in which 


several guards were wounded. The robbers made off 
with about $40,000 in gold and silver. Hamby got away 
to Anatofagasto, Chili, with his share, shipped in a 
vessel and returned to San Francisco. The fact of this 
robbery was confirmed at the New York offices of 
Backus & Johnston, where it was said the officials 
always suspected “that there was a smart white man in 
charge of that robbery.” 

Hamby went to the State of Washington, and says 
he robbed a bank there in a town called Elm, with 
profitable results. The hue and cry after him grew so 
hot that he sailed again for South America. He learned 
while on the ocean that the United States had declared 
war against Germany. After a while he return to 
the United States. He avoided being seized in fhe 
draft, he explained, because he had papers showin: 
he was a British subject, and because he “never stuck 
around one place long enough to get picked up." He 
says he shared in the profits of the bandits who three 
times in succession held up the Shasta Limited, but 
would not admit he took part in any of these rob- 
beries. 

He tells a tale of having been in France for one 
period during the war, of spending considerable time 
in Bordeaux—which city he proved to know thorough- 
ly—and of getting well acquainted with a lot of Amer- 
ican aviators. He also asserts that at one time he 
vas a civilian air pilot. What he was doing in France 
he declined to reveal, but dropped remarks to show 
that he had plenty of money and brought plenty back 
with him.

quaintance, asked Hamby whether he would go 
with him to a certain town and rob a small 


bank. This proposition was an echo of a thought 
which Hamby had been pondering for some 
time. His companion posed as an experienced 


bank robber, but Hamby soon found that the 
leadership of the enterprise would fall to him. 
“I sort of went to it instinctively,” he relates, 
“and knew a lot more about planning things 
than my partner did.” 

The youths went to the town and rented a 
vacant house in the outskirts, paying $30 for a 
month's rent in advance, and explaining that 
their parents would arrive in a week with fur- 
niture Hamby planned his first job with 
a skill on which he today prides himself. In- 
vestigating the bank, he found that for two 
hours each gay, after 11 o'clock, only four em- 
ployes were present. The floor was above the 
street level, and a screen cut off the view from 
the sidewalk. He sent his partner inside to 
change a bill and instructed him to hold one 
hand as high as he could while standing at 
the counter.

The next day, unmaskéd, without any attempt 
at disguise, they entered the bank. Hamby drew 
two revolvers and ordered the four employes to 
hold up their hands. His partner swept into 
a valise all the money on the counter and in the 
drawers. They locked the emploves behind the 
bars of the day gate of the safe and took the 
keys. Then they walked out at their leisure 
and safely gained their house. 

“T wore a long raincoat,” says Hamby, “and

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Such would have been your impression. It would 
also have been the most frightful misjudgment of 
character imaginable. For, at some favoring spot 
on the way home, Gordon Fawcett Hamby might sur- 
prisingly have ordered you to throw up your hands. 
Had you, presuming on his charming aspect, hesitated 
to comply, he would have shot you down without delay 
or scruple, and afterwards picked your pockets. 

It is for the murder of two employes during a bank 
robbery that this mildest-mannered of bandits has 
been sentenced to die next week in the electric chair 
at Ossining. His record is unparalleled in the criminal 
annals of America in that he was convicted of first- 
degree murder twice within three months in two dif- 
ferent states. 

Thereby hangs another trait in the strange per- 
versity of his character. He was convicted in the State 
of Washington in March of killing a pal, Bob Davis. 
The maximum punishment of first-degree murder in 
Washington is imprisonment for life Yet Hamby 
waived extradition to New York, where the arbitrary 
penalty is electrocution, and made sure of his own 
doom by pleading guilty to killing two men in the 
East Brooklyn Savings Bank holdup last December. 

“| would rather die than spend the rest of my life 
in prison,” was his explanation. “This is commiting 
suicide in a sort of gentlemanly way. It is better to 
have the State do the job than do it yourself.” 

Hie confessed in writing that he has behind him eight 
years of activity in crime, during which he _ perpe- 
trated two train robberies and 13 bank holdups. He 
admitted having murdered three men, and in conver- 
sation was not averse to leaving the impression that 
he had a hand in the deaths of five others. Yet 
many a hardened habitue of the criminal courts could 
scarcely believe that so winning a youth had ever been 
guilty of the tiniest violence. 

Criminologists like Lombroso assure us that nature 
gives society warning by branding criminals with cer- 
tain physical stigmata, sufficient to put us on guard 
if we have eyes to see. In support of this theory the 
photographs in every rogues’ gallery afford striking 
evidence. What renders Hamby unique, to the wonder 
of all observers, is that nature has in his case failed 
to mark the outer with any sign of the inner man. 
The good fairies at his birth showered upon him pre- 
cious gifts—good looks, an agreeable personality, en- 
ergy and imagination; but a perverse evil fairy turned 
them all to naught with her curse. He shows every 
exterior semblance of a youth of fine type, and is 
at the same time in reality a master bandit and a 
ruthless man killer. This is pronoupred the most sin- 
gular instance of human camouflage that has recently 
come to light. Hamby is a walking lie, a living 
fraud, a sinister jest of Dame Nature. 

Conscience was entirely omitted from his composi- 
tion, and he is proud of his achievements. He reviews 
them with the calm self-satisfaction with which a 
good mechanic might tell of the accomplishment of a 
particularly excellent piece of work. With him bandit- 
ry was a profession, and he does not hesitate to say 
that he considered himself a virtuuso. Beginning at 
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GORDON FAWCETT HAMBY. 


the age of 18, he devoted eight years to it, and at 26 
he thihks he knows all there is to know. 

He listened with complacence when Judge Fawcett, 
who sentenced him to the electric chair, declared him 
to be a worse scourge than Jesse James. But he re- 
vealed a quaint twist of professional ethics when the 
magistrate proceeded to denounce him as a “‘cold- 
blooded murderer.’ He flushed with anger and glared 
malevolently at his critic. “They all had a chance,’ 
he said loudly enough for all in the courtroom to hear 
Later he imparted a naive explanation. In his rob- 
beries he gave everyone an opportunity to hold up his 
hands, said the prisoner. Only those who failed to 
obey did he shoot. 
derer,”’ he continued, ‘‘is one who shoots his 
from behind, without warning.” 

For a representative of the Post-Dispatch Hamby 
related and in part wrote with his own hand a series 
of incidents in his career, supplementing those con- 
fessed at his trial. His determination to make public 
some of his experiences as a bank robber and high- 
wayman was prompted by his financial condition. 
A few days after he was locked up in Raymond Street 
Jail, New York, he found himself penniless, another 
example of the rule that a life of crime is without 
financial profit. His narrative was checked up from 
Manitoba to Peru, and discovered to be truthful. 

It was as amazing a recital as a criminal has ever 
uttered, and showed that his downfall was due to a 
failing which is all too common and perilous—an in- 
ability to live within his means. He was born some- 
where in Canada, and Gordon Fawcett Hamby is not 
his real name. He conceals the place of his birth and 
i.is identity to shield relatives from the disgrace that 
would fall upon them. 

His parents sent him through the public schools, 
where he proved a facile scholar, racing through two 
grades a year. An excellent memory enabled him to 
learn his lessons by rote, but he admits the results 
were rather superficial. At 16 he was sent to a well- 
known college and entered the third form. Here he 
was released from home restraints and fell in with the 
most reckless spirits among the students. His allow- 
ance was entirely insufficient for his extravagance, but 
he-discovered that it was comparatively easy to bor- 
row small sums of money, which he had no intention 
of repaying. He came to be known as a good spender, 
but ran away from college and his creditors when he 
was 18. 

He got a job at $20 a week, and always spent it the 
day he was paid, thus running deeply into debt. He 
looked about him for some of the “easy money” he 
had heard of, and fell in with a real estate grafter 
selling townsites. ‘I talked well,” he says, ‘‘and had 
rather a childlike and honest expression, which con- 
vinced people of my sincerity." He made a lot of 
money for a boy, but with his thriftlessness had noth 
ing to show for it but some good clothes and jewelry

coat held as a mascot, for I was never arrested 
on a job.’ The proceeds of the holdup were $3600, 
of which Hamby, as leader, took $2000. After 
hiding in the house three days, he burned his 
raincoat and hat; walked out of town, stole a ride 
on a freight train to the next town and didn't stop 
until he reached Oakland, Cal. This was one of the 
few jobs of which Hamby declined to name the locality. 
It was so near his home town, he explained, that 
some persons might be able to guess his identity. 


Hamby took part in his second bank robbery in 
California, and then struck out for Texas and Okla- 
homa. For a time he specialized in “payroll jobs’— 


the holding up of men carrying money from a bank 
to a mine or factory to pay off the employes. These 
holdups he regarded only as sidelines, to keep him in 
funds until he could rob another bank. It is known 
that he and others held up several trains in Oklahoma 
during 1912, and that in one robbery a Sheriff was 
killed, but he refused to talk about those deeds. 
He had worked out a theory and technique for bank 
robbery which, as he boasts, never failed him in mak- 
ing a safe getaway. He preferred a bank with a sin- 
gle counter, facing a wall, with no back door and no 
cages for cashiers, tellers or bookkeepers 
“| studied the banking business a lot and got to 
know about how much ready money there was likely 
to be in the safe or vaults of banks of a certain cap- 
italization and deposits,’ he said. 
“A bank,.to be successfully ‘made, should be so ar- 
ranged that the ‘protector. or man with the gun, can 
command every foot of open space. And I léarned that 
before going into a bank we should know just how 
many people would be in there and just what they 
would be doing. Disregard of this rule caused the 
death of Frank Siddall, a well-known but careless 
professional, in a job at St. Paul.” 
Hamby went to Fargo, N. D., in the summer of 1913, 
with plenty of money, and got in a poker game with 
one John Kerfanko, who had been pointed out to him 
asagunman. Kerfanko lost, gave Hemby three I O U's 
and proposed that the winner help him pay the debt 
by joining him in robbing a bank at Pium Coulee, a 
little town about 50 miles from Winnipeg. in Mani- 
toba. Hamby consented, and financed the enterprise. 
“This job was so badly planned,” says Hamby, “that 
it was a disgrace for a man of my standing to be con- 
nected with it.” To begin with, Kerfanko was well 
known in Plum Coulee and donned a set of false whisk- 
ers which could be spotted from afar. He primed him- 
self with whisky, and was so fuddled that he forgot to 
collect all the firearms in the bank, neglected to lock 
the employes up in the vault and left the door open 
behind him when he came out. As he was climbing 
into the automobile which Hamby was guarding out- 
the bank manager ran out with a gun in his 
hand. to fall dead the next moment with a bullet 
through his heart

That will mean, of course, 
the passing of the “sassy central” who talks back; the 
passing also of that tremendously greater number of 
sweet-voiced ones who carry On daily in positions 
subject to infinite vexetons withovt displaying to 
the subscribers even a touch of that irritation they 
must oftentimes feel in their manifold relations with 
the public. \ 

Automatic telephones now furnish the Terminal Rail- 
road Association with its inter-departmental service 
at its Union Station offices and are operated also for 
that purpose by a number of other St. Louis concerns, 
including the Simmons Hardware Co., the Crunden- 
— Mfg. Co., the Fred Harvey restaurant, the 
Manhattan Electrical Supply Co., the Simmons Sad- 
diery Co. and the Pullman shops. 

“It is reasonably certain,” says E. D. Nims, first vice 
resident of the Southwestern Bell Telephone System, 
“that St. Louis will have automatic service. How soon 
I do not know. It is entirely probable, however, that 
any installations necessary in the future will be auto- 
matic.” j . 

The Southwestern Bell system covers five states in 
this area, and automatics are being used at various 
places and extended to others. It is thus indicated, 
in addition to Mr. Nims’ statement, that the Bell does 
not oppose the innovation. Notably, automatics are 
serving the business section of Dallas through a Bell- 
controlled company. It is authoritatively stated that 
Kansas City will have automatic service by the Bell 
s@etem within the next three years. These facts, of 
course, point to its extension to St. Louis within a 
reasonably short period of time. 


Installation here can, and doubtless will, proceed, 
as it has in many other places, by establishing the 
automatic system in units of the service, connecting 
it up with the manual system, and adding automatic 
inBtallations as the ne essities of wear and ‘tear re- 


quige that the old manual equipment be replaced. Mak- 


ers of the automatic telephone assert that their system 
ig more economical, both as to equipment and operation 
costs where a large number of lines are served. 

Thousands of St. Louisans not familiar with the 
automatic telephone will find their interest aroused 
in it by the probability of it presently entering into 
the daily routine of their lives, and it is indeed inter- 
esting of itself. Its uses are illustrated in miniature by 
the system of the Terminal! Association offices. This 
consists of 75 phones connecting the various depart- 
ments through a mechanical “central.” Calls are made 
direct to the person with whom communication is 
sought and without any intervening human aid.

its hoo«, turn the dial and have the bell ring at the 
called station is about 15 seconds. When the call 
is made it is taken up by the ‘“central’’—not a girl, 
but an odd-looking, gray switch, a thing of iron, 
steel, brass and wire—where little brass fingers move 
around with great rapidity, touching the contact nim- 
bly and with an intelligence that reports immediately 
whether or not the line is busy. 

If the line is in use ‘“‘central” gives you a gentle buzz 
in the ear. If not you are connected instantly and the 
bell at the other end rings until it is answered or you 
have hung up your receiver. The Terminal Association 
records show that they have practically no trouble and 
no wrong numbers, although their miniature system 
is said to handle about five times as many calls per 
day as does the average telephone in St. Louis. 

While the first cost of installation necessarily is an 
essential point to be considered by an established 
company before adopting the automatic to supersede 
the manual system, many other important features are 
urged in its behalf. It is asserted that the average 
time for a call on the manual system is 45 seconds, as 
against the t5 seconds before referred to as being 
required to get your “party” with an automatic—a 
difference of half a minute. While differences as to 
time estimates may vary according to which system 
makes the computation, it is generally admitted that 
the automatic has the advantage in that one is not so 


‘likely to notice the passing of time when he is making 


his own call Instead of waiting with the reteiver at 
his ear, idly marking on somebody's wall, perbaps, 
or on the nice, clean blotter the girl has just put on 
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hits desk, one’s attention is centered on the mechanical 
act of turning the dial. 

Nervous, high-strung persons who are liable to be- 
come irritable at seemingly long delays, which often- 
times really are not long in actual time consumed, or 
at the mannerisms of the operator, or her tone, usu- 
ally find only themselves to blame if things go wrong 
with the automatic—as, in fact, they oftentimes are 
with the other system. The dial may be operated 
guickly or slowly, as the fancy dictates. Owing to the 
arrangement of the switches there is scarcely a percep- 
tible lapse of time between the djaling of each diget, 
but prolonged pauses, it is declared by proponents of 
the new system, do not disturb the mechanism. 

Of value, too, is the fact that there is an instanta- 
neous disconnection when one completes a conversa- 
tion. One hangs up the receiver and that act discon- 
nects the lines. Persons desiring to make successive 
calls quickly oftentimes have been bothered in using 
the manual system by delay on the part of the operator 
in breaking the connections. Likewise, the “wrong 
number” irritant is removed in dealing with the auto- 
metic. There cannot be such a thing’ as a wrong num- 
ber, provided the dial is moved correctly to the num- 
bers wanted. Operators and users alike have noted the 
human inclination, more pronounced in some individu- 
als than others, to transpose figures in asking for a 
number, perhaps giving 4732 when 4327 is wanted. The 
dial does not do that, and the individual calling is, it 
is said, much less likely to do it when he is registering 
his call automatically than when he speaks it into the 
telephone. When the automatic central gets it trans- 
position is impossible. 

“Line’s busy” never comes back to the person using 
an automatic unless the line actually is busy. Much 
criticism is aimed at operators because of the busy 
signal, false connections and ‘‘cutoffs.’” It is quite 
usual to charge that the operator has given a busy sig- 
nal, for instance, rather than call the number, and 
that carelessness and inattention are responsible for 
many other irritating happenings at the telephone. 
Possibly they are, in many cases, but the automatic 
manufacturers assert that while the operator may be 
the means of causing an error, the fault usually lies 
with the machinery—when it is not purely imaginary on 
the part of the person making the call. It is claimed 
for the automatic that it is largely “fool proof,’ being 
mechanically perfect and not subject to the 
that “to err is human.” 

Rush hours and confusion do not affect the auto- 
matic, and it is “always on the job’’—days, nights, 
Sundays and holidays. The service is also praised as 
being uniform, aH calls being attended to with equal 
promptness. It works op a party as well as on a single 
line, and has the virtue of never “listening in’

on a 
conversation, so far as “central’’ is concerned. This 
makes for privacy. Another subscriber can lift the 


receiver and hear what is going on when a party line 
is in use, but direct lines are locked against interfer- 
ence. It is not possible to connect an automatic with 
an occupied line. : 

An interesting phase is that pay stations, from 
which calls can be made for a fixed fee, are operated 
automatically. The coin is collected only upon com-

HOUGH he will not admit that he is an 
old man, despite the fact that his next 
birthday will mark the completion of a 
full, round century, John Duffy of 3633 
Page avenue, is by common consent the 
most virile, most philosophic and even 
the most aggressive in thought and ex- 
pression among St. Louis’ oldest citizens. Every per- 
sci who boasts of the pleasure of knowing John Duffy 
unhesitatingly places him in the wonder classification 
and principally for the reason that he ridicules the 
suggestion that he is a very old man. 

In happy possession of all his faculties, with a mind 
free from all worries and an abiding faith in the 
justice and mercy of a kindly-disposed Providence, 
John Duffy enjoys every second of the fleeting time, 
heedless of the fact that this cannot go on forever. 
He allows no such thought to obscure his sunshine, 
and when he makes his daily rounds of the block in 
which he resides, he has a kindly greeting for every 
man, woman and child he meets on the way, and 
when his neighbors feel in a conversational mood, they 
receive pleasant encouragement from the man who 
has seen the great West grow from trackless forest 
and Indian supremacy into the great empire of today. 

But enthusiasm should not be permitted to carry one 
too far, even in a study of such a contented old age 
as this, and to say that he is fully satisfied with all 
the things of life would be at variance with the facts. 
He has a deep-seated worry and it springs from the 
almost universal use of automobiles. He fears and 
abhors them. 

A great horseman in his day, he regards the dis- 
appearance of well-bred stock from the public streets 
as a calamity _ can scarcely be pictured in words. 
He has difficulty himself in finding suitable terms 
to express his disapproval and finds himself driven to 
the profane, for it is only in this way that he can do 
justice to the subject, even though he does not habitu- 
ally fall back on the use of such expletives. 

Up to about six months ago he walked downtown 
every day and returned to his home on Page avenue 
every evening the same way. Even though a share- 
holder in the United Railways, he preferred to walk 
rather than to take a chance of being crowded on the 
cars. He left his home about 8 o'clock each morning 
and always returned to take his dinner at 5 o'clock. 
The severities of the weather never forced a deviation 
from this daily order, and it remained for the auto- 
mobile to accomplish what the extremes of nature 
could not aehieve. He no longer takes this long daily 
walk, and he admits that the automobile has won. 

“T feel that I have been pretty game all my life,” he 
says, “and no one who knows me would say | was a 
quitter, but I must make that painful admission, so 
far as these juggernauts go. You simply have to stay 
on the sidewalk and let them run their mad course, 
mowing down humanity and sparing neither man, 
woman nor child. I tried to dodge them for a long 
time, but. when I saw that new ones were coming by 
the thousands I just had to quit trying to cross 
streets in any part of town. Now I have to limit my 
outdoor jaunts to excursions around the block, with 
the assurance that they will have to jump onto the 
sidewalks to get me—which they sometimes do when 
the street isn't wide enough for them. 

“But they will never get me to ride in them as long 
as I am able to enforce my will. It is only when I 
cannot help it that I ever place my foot on the run- 
ning boards. I have to go to the cemetery with old 
friends who die, and most of these funerals are motor 
affairs. I'll go to the cemetery that way because 
there is no other choice, but coming back I'll take the 
street cars, if I have to walk all the way across Cal- 
vary or Bellefontaine to reach them. 

“The day my good old friend, Maj. Charles Gonter, 
was buried, I left the grave with Bryan Obear and 
we walked through snow and ice to get away from

The day the racetrack was opened 
at Maxwelton, Otto Stifel drove up in a new touring 
car and tooted his horn. I dame out and he sat there 
smiling and motioned me to get my coat and hat and 
go to the opening race. Now, if there is anything I 
love more than horses and good races, in the way of 
worldly pleasures, it would be hard to find, but’I con- 
quered that impulse to go when I took another look at 
that machine. I was just dying to go, and I appre- 
ciated Otto's courtesy in coming for me, but I had to 
be consistent. 

“If it had been a motor funeral there would have 
been no other recourse, and | would have stepped in, 
but the thought of going to a horse race in an auto- 
mobile was too much: it affected me deeply and I 
declined. I told Otto if he would get a horse and buggy 
or a team and carriage I would go and make it one 
of the happy days, but certainly not in an automo- 
bile.” 

Aversion to the automobile is not the only dis- 
cordant note that enters in Duffy’s daily contemplation 
o: twentieth century innovations, though he is by 
no means as emphatic in his condemnation of the 
others as he is with the product that made Detroit 
famous. He deplores the tendency to centralization in 
government and is strongly opposed to the prohibition 
act on the ground that it is out of harmony in both 
theory and practice with the accepted standards of 
freedom and democracy. 

“While I have led a very temperate life, I cannot 
indorse this new addition to our already overworked 
Constitution,” he observed. ‘No constitution was ever 
adopted,-or even cherished in the dreams of the most 
optimistic, that can equal the Ten Commandments, yet 
look how they are violated. That is one of the great 
evils of the world. It is getting away from the Di- 
vine injunctions in its mad rush for wealth and 
supremacy and the ideals of other days are lost in 
the scramble. Fanatical reformers are only making 
things worse in forcing their impractica) notions into 
the laws of the land. 

“And there is our Congress, ready to pounce upon 
any ‘ism’ that offers, so long as it gives its members 
a chance to get a strangle hold on their jobs. That 
comes of an astonishing decadence in the personnel of 
its membership. Years ago there were great men in 
our national legislative body, and when a weakling: 
happened to stray in they just put him in his place 
and made him stay there. Now the big, balanced 
legislators are a hopeless minority. 

“The unquestionable decline in the makeup of Con- 
gress is due, no doubt, to the unwritten law that law- 
yers should run everything. They have taken charge 
and are holding on to this good thing, and they have 
about forced the people to like the arrangement. That's 
why we are getting so many lurid enactments. Any-

\thing that makes contention and litigation the watch- 


word finds favor with these self-appointed wise men. 
They are the sum total of all the wisdom of the land, 
in their own estimation, and they work all the time 
making grist for their own mills. Years ago, when 
the planters, farmers and business men were in con- 
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trol, we were much better off and a man did not have 
to hire a lawyer at every turn in the conduct of his 
business. 

“One of my greatest satisfactions is that during the 
whole 77 years I have been in the United States, I 
have never been sued or found myself called upon to 
testify in court or serve as a juror. I was called in 
different venires, but when these lawyers got my views 
they were glad to let me go. 

“This prohibition act will keep the lawyers working 
overtime for the balance of their lives, getting people 
into court and keeping them out of jail. If they can 
search people's houses when eomebody lodges a com- 
plaint that he is harboring a bottle of something with 
alcohol in it, there will be no end of business for the 
profession. | have made it a rvle in my life never to 
drink in public places, and |! have always adhered to 
the practice of using stimulants only as a medicine for 
bena fide illnesses. Now the law will ma e a crimi- 
nal out every person who follows the satne order. 

“Just because Smith or Jones in the next block makes 
a hog of himself, everybody is regulated with a club. 
I don't believe in this sort of law making and I can 
see endless trouble in its enforcement, but what could 
yor expect with fanatical people running amuck and 
lawyers watching the main chance in Washington? 

“It was pretty much the same with horse racing. A 
great hue and cry was raised by the reformers, who 
saw only the evil side. They blamed all the defalca- 
tions and other crimes involving the theft of property 
on the race tracks, and they legislated them out of ex- 
istence. Now what is the result of this drastic remedy? 
Has the world grown any better? Is honesty supreme 
among all people who handle money belonging to 
others? 

“For answer to these questions it is only necessary 
to consult the record and you will find an increase 
of the crimes that used to be charged against the 
horse races that would fairly astound youn, and the 
analyst of the future will make the same discovery with 
this latest exhibition of corrective legislation. I some- 
times wonder why these reformers do not try to take 
the man away from the liquor instead of passing laws 
to take the liquor away from the man. Would they 
have us believe that it is necessary to govern the rest 
of us as we used to govern the Indians? I have no 
brief for the saloon, but I cannot approve of a legisla- 
tive enactment that tells the world that the Ameri- 
cans are weaklings who must be protected from them- 
selves in this manner.” 

Politics as the system is conducted nowadays also 
lacks the approval of this vetegan commentator, and 
for that reason he has given up going to the polls. 
_ ‘Some of my friends as"ed me to vote at the last 
election,” he said, “and I loo‘ed up the list of men who 
were willing to serve dhe dear public. There were a 
great many of them, and though I studied hard, I could 
not recognize the name of any man I knew: hence I 
did not vote, as I don’t think it is good citizenship to 
cast a ballot for any person you do not know and 
whom you would not trust in the management of your 
own business. 

“Then | had a disagreeable experience about four 
years ago in connection with politics that greatly dis- 
turbed me. It seems that somebody was investigating 
the elections, and in some way my name was re- 
ported as one who had been voting without a legal 
right to do so. I was summoned peremptorily to the 
Security Building to see a lawyer who threw out vague 
hints about a yawning entrance that led to a peniten- 
tiary. Well, I don't think that lawyer will soon for- 
get what I told him. I also invited him on the out- 
side, where I promised to impress him in a more vivid 
way, but he declined the invitation. I have always re- 
gretted since then that there were two nice young 
lady stenographers in that office when I was giving 
my opinion of their emplayer, for I was surely mad 
that day. 

“It was all on account of my naturalization papers. 
I: seems I did not take them with me when I registered 
at that election. I took out my first papers shortly 
after | came to the United States and completed the 
process when I returned from the Mexican War. I 
had not seen those papers for years and thought they 
were lost, but my daughter found them and | went to 
the Election Board and exhibited them to the officials.” 


Duffy was born in Athlone, County Roscommon, Ire- 
land, June 24, 1820, and came to this country in 1842, 
landing in New York. As a boy he had been fond of 
horses and races, and on the day of his arrival in 
New York the greatest match race of that period was 
run on Long Island, between Fashion and Boston, for 
a stake of $20,000—a purse of mammoth proportions 
in those times.

NE of the few satisfactions alloted to the blind is the solemn assur- 
ance, handed down for centuries, that love is and always was sight-

man who won her love and who, though unable to see 
her, did not permit this hardship to offer the slightest 
barrier, once he became convinced the girl of his 
choice welcomed his attentions. 

It was a gala day in the various institutions for the 
blind in this city, and no couple ever started on a hon- 
eymoon with ahy more heartfelt wishes for all the 
happiness that could attend a happening of such im- 
port. Many of these men and women attended the 
services and crowded about the couple to extend their 
congratulations before they started to the station for 
their journey to Sheridan, Wyo., where Dr. Schindler 
has a large osteopathic practice. 

It developed at the reception that the parents of 
the bride, both of whom are dead, had their first 
meeting at the Missouri School for the Blind, and it 
was in the same institution that Dr. Schindler first met 
Miss Johnson, while she was getting up one of her 
musical entertainments to raise funds for some- relief 
work among the sightless poor. Miss Johnson, having 
been reared in a home where blindness was always in 
evidence, until the passing of her father and mother, 
could not do too much for these movements, and her 
services were at all times gladly given in such under- 
takings. 

Another bit of romance that had been sedulously 
guarded by the Johnson;family for many years, was 
also permitted to emerge during the reception follow- 
ing the church services. Just 43 years ago the bride's 
parents, following their courtship at the Missouri 
school, quietly decided to marry, and though there was 
marked parental objection from both sides, they made 
their plans and eloped. Both being blind, the same ob- 
jection came from both families. The fear was mutual 
that their common affliction would hamper them great- 
lv in the struggle of life and maintenance, and that 
neither would be able to help the other. 

This argument did not deter the ‘young people in 
the least, and they decided to show the objecting par- 
ents that even though misfortune had deprived them of 
their sight, they could without any great help, success- 
fully consummate an elopement with as much smooth- 
ness of detail and execution as any of the heroes and 
heroines of book lore, and they made a happy success 
of their big adventure. They wisely decided to wait 
until they had finished their training at the school, 
which then occupied a half-block of ground at Nine- 
teenth and Morgan streets, and they closely guarded 
their plans. The day finally came when they were 
given their certificates and the next day Julius John- 
son departed for his home on his father’s farm at Port- 
age des Sioux, in St. Charles County, Mo. Preserving 
his own counsel he began making his arrangements for 
a return trip to St. Louis, and in this work he was 
assisted by an old negro servant on the place, who, 
when all was in readiness, accompanied the young man 
to St. Louis, thereby aiding him with many bund]®s, 
including his Braille books, and his violin, which he 
depended upon in his breadwinning campaign. He met 
the girl of his selection at the appointed place, and 
they repaired to the Courthouse for their license. 
Armed with this authority, they were married at a 
Catholic church, with a few of their mutual friends 
as witnesses. 

Their families were soon reconciled, and Johnson 
and his bride proceeded to demonstrate that a couple 
similarly afflicted and with limited means at their 
disposal, could and would take their chances and ask 
little odds of anyone. He found employment at 
once as organist of St. Lawrence O’Toole’s Catholic 
Church, at Fourteenth and O'Fallon streets, where 
be served continuously for 10 years. During all this

time he gave lessons on the piano and violin and his 
wife was always at his side, rendering every aid pos- 
sible. Their marriage was blessed with seven chil- 
dren, four of whom survive. 

After leaving St. Lawrence O'Toole’s, they moved 
back to the Johnson farm at Portage, where he engaged 
in farming and on Sundays and feast days furnished the 
organ music at the village church, finding time as 
well to give lessons and look after the tuning of all the 
pianos in the farm houses within miles of that place. 
Johnson died some 15 years ago, and his faithful help- 
meet followed him to the grave last April. 

For many years Mrs. Johnson was active in the vari- 
ous plans for the assistance of the blind, especially 
girls and women. She was one of the earliest organiz- 
ers of the movement that led to the establishment of 
the large home for blind women on Page avenue, near 
Union. When Mrs. Johnson left the Missouri school 
she was impressed by the number of young women 
who had no place to go following the completion of 
their training, ang in company with others she man- 
aged, after an earnest campaign, to get a small place 
in operation on Eighteenth street, between Franklin 
avenue and Morgan street, convenient to the State in- 
stitution, then at Nineteenth and Morgan. This proved 
entirely inadequate and the next home was opened on 
Garrison avenue. 

Meanwhile the late James E. Yeatman, the Culvers and 
other active philanthropists got behind the work 
and in time the present comfortable home on Page 
avenue was dedicated. Mrs. Johnson and her daughter 
were together in much of the work preceding this 
happy termination. For a long while the Johnsons re- 
sided at Ridge and Union avenues, so as to make it 
easy for the mother to make her daily visits to the 
home. She had a large Braille library and was ready 
whenever called upon, to give readings or aid the girls 
who were studying the raised characters in the music 
and other books. 
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When Mrs. Johnson died, at the age of 66 years, her 
books were presented to the Public Library for the 
use of the blind patrons of the reading rooms. This 
was one of the requests of this woman, who, it seema, 
was always too busy to even feel that she was blind. 
She was active in church work and in company with 
her daughters was ready to attend services in even the 
most unfavorable weather. Mrs. Schindler, in her child- 
hood days, promised her mother that she would m 
her eyes serve for two, and that no matter what hap- 
pened, she would never leave her unless death inter 
vened. _This promise she faithfully observed, otherwise 
her marriage might have been solemnized at an earlier 
day. 

The career of Dr. Schindler, who is now in his 
twenty-eighth year, affords an impressive instance of 
grit, determination and triumph over misfortune. At 
the age of 10 years, while playing with other boys at 
Twentieth and Wyoming streets, he was rendered to- 
tally blind by the explosion of a can of lime, which 
he was holding in his hands at the time. A row of 
houses was in procéss of construction and the boys of 
the neighborhood gathered there daily to play in the 
sand. One of their number filled the can with rock 
lime, and, adding some water, tightly clamped on the 
cover. The boiling mixture destroyed young Schind- 
ler’s sight. Of necessity there had to be a new pro- 
gram of education mapped out for the lad when he was 
ir. a condition to resume his studies. He was sent to 
the Missouri School for the Blind, at Magnolia and 
Spring avenues, and soon attracted attention by his 
ambition and steady application in the direction Of 
overcoming his loss of vision. 


When he completed the course of training involving 
the making of brooms, chairs and other domestic ne 
cessities, in addition to an intensive study of music, he 
returned to his home at Twentieth and Wyoming and 
opened a little shop to carry on the trade of caning 
chairs. From this he branched into the broom busi- 
ness. He spent his spare time giving lessons on the 
piano and tuning instruments that stood in need of 
such technical attention. He made good in all of his 
employments and later on engaged in the insurance 
business. With money saved from his various activi- 
ties, he took the course prescribed at the Osteopathie 
school at Kirksville, Mo., and when he graduated there 
he moved to Sheridan, Wro., as the associate of @ 
brother professional who had no such drawback. Bee 
fore coming back to his native ciiy to claim his bride, 
he had a pretty home completely furnished and ready 
for occupancy. He had been waiting patiently for the 
day that she would be free to marry, fully realizing 
the promise she had made to her blind mother. 


In her girlhood days Miss Johnson was a regular 
visitor at the State institution on Magnolia avenue, as 
her mother was constantly engaged in cheerful co- 
operation with the teachers at that place. It was while 
accompanying her mother on these regular calls that 
the girl noticed the Schindler boy, who was then one 
of the show pupils of the school. They were ofily girl 
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Way and weat up the wooden steps to 
Red Dog. The Marshal's eyes followed 
solicitously until he disappeared within; then he 
_ Slipped back into the alleyway, skirting the side of 
_ ‘the buildimg, until he reached a window near the rear. 
_ Westcott closed the door behind him and took a 
of the barroom.

her, did not permit this hardship to offer the slightest 
barrier, once he became convinced the girl of his 
choice welcomed his attentions. 

It was a gala day in the various institutions for the 
blind in this city, and no couple ever started on a hon- 
eymoon with ahy more heartfelt wishes for all the 
happiness that could attend a happening of such im- 
port. Many of these men and women attended the 
serviees and crowded about the couple to extend their 
congratulations before they started to the station for 
their journey to Sheridan, Wyo., where Dr. Schindler 
has a large osteopathic practice. 

It developed at the reception that the parents of 
the bride, both of whom are dead, had their first 
meeting at the Missouri School for the Blind, and it 
was in the same institution that Dr. Schindler first met 
Miss Johnson, while she was getting up one of her 
musical entertainments to raise funds for some. relief 
work among the sightless poor. Miss Johnson, having 
been reared in a home where blindness was always in 
evidence, until the passing of her father and mother, 
could not do too much for these movements, and her 
services. were at all times gladly given in such under- 
takings.
